I think, it will be an Injuftice to the 
latter, not to infert the other’s Name 
in the Lift, as weil as his; becaufe it 
will make many without Doors, who 
have not an Opportunity of exami- 
ning into our Proceedings, immedi- 
ately conclude, that this Houfe deems 
Mr. Leffock culpable, and has honour- 
ably acquitted Mr, Matthews, Itmay 
be faid, We fhall not aggravate the 
Mifcondué& the Vice-Admiral is accu- 
fed of, by not inferting the Admiral’s 
Name in the Lift; I think otherwile; 
but if it were fo, why fhould we, 
when both feem equally guilty of Mif- 
conduét, fhew a Partiality to Mr.

In chis lnguiry I fhall beginG 


of any Kind: On the contrary, when 
the Services are fuch as require the 
utmoft Secrecy, it is right ina chief 
Commander to depend upon his own 
Judgment, rather than expofe his 
Schemes to the Danger of being di- 
vulged, by communicating them to 
his inferior Officers in a Council of 

Var. But it is farther urged, that 
he did not treat his Vice-Admiral 
with that Decency as was due to his 
Charatter. As this ‘Treatment was 
attended with no Duel or Challenge 
on-either Side, I do not fee how 
it can come before a Court Martial ; 
for in the Land Service fuch Com- 
plaints are ufually determined by a 
Board of General Officers, and con- 
fequently are-in the Sea Service to bé 
determined and redreffed by the Board

The faid AG@ exprefly declares, that 
whofoever fhould dare to arrett, or fue at 
Law, any of the faid’ Minifters, or of their 
Servants, without the leaft Diltinétion, is

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guilty of a Violation of the Law of Na- 
wons. 

It is to be obferved, that as that Aét ex- 
cepts only Tradefmen, and other Merchants 
fubjeét to Bankruptcy, who fhould enter 
into the Families of Ambaffadors or foreign 
Minifters, every other Perfon belonging to 
them, without Difference as to Nation, Em- 
ployment, or Number, is to enjoy all their 
Privileges, and all their Immunities. 

Being therefore confident, that the com- 
mitting fo fenfible an Offence againft the 
law of Nations, is very far trom the 
King’s Intentions, and the Prudence of his 
Minifters, we thought ourfelves, at firft, 
obliged to reprefent to your Excellency, by 
Word of Mouth, as we did, the above- 
mentioned Confidcrations, with our Defire 
that you would lay them, in a refpetful 
Manner, on our Part, before his Majefty, 
to the End that he might be pleafed to 
give clear and precife Orders for redreffing 
the faid Claufe, as being dire€tly contrary 
to the Immunities and Privileges, which 
all our Domefticks ought to enjoy, with- 
out Exception. 

But at the Time that we were expeCting

We cannot pafs by in Silence the very 
aggravatng Circumiftance, that the Certifi- 
cate, which proved him to belong to the 
Family of that Minifter, having been pro- 
duced to the Juftice of Peace, he protefted 
that fuch a Certificate did not prote& any 
of the Nationals, 


Another Offence was committed by the F 


Orders given to arreft a Domeftick of the 
Ambaffador of Venice. 

The Juftice having feen, and even ac. 
knowledged the Certificate of that Ambaf- 
fador, declared, that at »prefent he could 
pay no Regard toit. And what is more, 
the Conftable declared befides, (as your Ex- 
cellency will be pleafed to obferve by the 
inclofed Paper) that he would arreft that 
Domefick in the Houle of the Ambaffador 
himielf. 

All thefe Infolts and Offences oblige ys 
indifpeniably to demand, that, in Expeéta- 
tion of the Orders of our Sovereigns, the 
Domeftick of the Pertuga!

My Lords and Gentlemen, 


T the Openiinig of this Seffion of Par- 
A liament, I did not think it proper to 
lay any Thing before you for your Confi- 
deration, but what immediately related to 
the prefeat unnatural Rebellion, and our 
Security at home. The daring Attempt, 
which the Rebels have fince made upon 
this Part of my Kingdom, has been hap- 
pily difappointed ; and, as their precipitate 
Flight before a fmall Number of myTroops, 
mutt greatly difpirit their Followers ; fo, 
that inviolable Duty and Loyalty, which 
have been fo univerfally and fteadily hewn 
by my faithful Subje¢ts, and fhall never be 
forgotten by me, muft convince them, how 
vain and ill-grounded their Hopes are, of 
any Addition of Strength from fuch an En- 
I have not only fent a confider- 


dand, and order’d the Hefian Troops in my 
Pay to be landed there ; but have alfo made 
fuch a Difpofition of the reft of my Forces, 
by Land, as well as by Sea, that, I hope, 
by the Bleffing of God, this Rebellion will, 
in a fhort Time, be extinguifhed, and our 
Enemies, who have fo long menaced us 
with an Invafion, be deterr’d by the fea- 
fonable Preparations made for our Defence. 

The Eleétion of the Emperor, which I 
very zealoufly promoted, was an Event of 
great Importance, not only to the Support 
of the Houfe of Aufiria, but to the Liber- 
ties of Europe in general. I did alfo, du- 
ring the Courfe of the laft Year, exert my 
earneft Endeavours to bring about an Ac- 
commodation between the Emprefs, the 
King of Peland, and the King of Pruffia, 
and laid a proper Foundation for it, by 
the Convention made between me, and the 
King of Prujia. This great Work being 
at length perfected, under my Mediation, 
by the Treaty lately concluded at Drejden, 
the interior Tranquillity of Germany a- 
mongft the Princes of the Empire is now 
reftor’d. My next Care has been, and 
fhall continue to be applied to improve this 
Accommodation to the beft Advantage, by 
procuring an immediate Succour to be fent 
to Jraly, and fuch a Strength for the De- 
fence and Security of the United Provinces, 
as may preferve that Republick, the anci- 
“ent and natural Ally of this Kingdom, and 
one main Support of the Proteftant Caufe,

The great Advantages, which we have 
received from our naval Strength, in pro- 
tecting the Commerce of my Subjeéts, and 
intercepting and diftreffing that of our 
Enemies, have been happily experienced 
by the former, and feverely felt by the lat- 
ter. Iam therefore determined to be par- 
ticularly attentive to this important Service, 
and to have fuch a Fleet at Sea early in 
the Spring, as may be fufficient to defend 
ourfelves, and effectually to annoy our 
Enemies. :

of France. Thefe were folemnly promifed 
us by Mr. Kelly, when with us laft Spring; 
and were told they were ready in the Ports 
of France, with Tranfports, and a Fleet 
fufficient to proteét their Landing. But 
when the Time came, how were we dif- 
appointed ? Your Royal Highnefs landed 
in the Weft, with a Retinue fcarce fuffi- 
cient for a private Gentleman: However, 
this did not difcourage your faithful Clans 
from joining you ; being itill flattered that 
the prémifed Succours were at Hand, and 
would certainly arrive before there was any 
Occafion of coming to an Aétion. 

The Numbers of the faithful Highlanders 
ftill increafed, till they were firong enough 
to venture for the Eaft.
